OS ISLE OF CUBA.

Cuba is looming up as a possible and
probable Winter pleasure resort in more
ways than one. For sportsmen there are
already many attractions, though these
will be enhanced when the revival of agriicultural interests opens up the country and

on the island, and it is possible to make a
nice bag of game within a reasonable disIta.nce of Havana and other cities. The
principal shooting to be had is among the
quail. They are fairly plentiful in the
neighborhood of Havana, and an American
physician. Dr. Erasttis Wilson,' who is now

man. is reported as having had good sport
and having returned with satisfactory bags
after a trip that consumed only a few
hours.

Coveys Hard to Locate.
Quail are more plentiful iu other sections,

but the effect of the war has been to leave
the country in such condition that it is
both hard to locate a covey and still more
difficult to follow it up when found. All
this will, of course, be changed as return,ing prosperity enables the farmers to clean
up their land.
English snipe, which afford about the

trickiest and most fascinating shooting of
any bird in the worid, are sufficiently aoundantto give good sport during the Winter
mouths.
Other varieties of game that contribute

toward sport in Cuba are deer and pigeons,
The latter are quite abundant, and while,
of course, they do not make such good
shooting as quail or snipe, they help to
keep the guns busy and till the bag.
The deer are of a small red kind. The

natives hunt them on horseback with packs
l of hounds, and get some tolerably good

runs. They also shoot these deer, driving
5 them with dogs, which always makes very

lively sport when the ueer are in sufficient
nun itver.
Other pastimes and sports will begin to

boom in the island from this time on. Such
racing as has been seen since Uncle Sam
got possession of Cuba has been of a very
primitive description over a track described
